An  analysis  of  voting  in  three 
district  boards  shows  a record 
vote  of  over  90  per  cent  of  eligi- 
ble voters  casting  ballots. 

Of  385  register'd  voters  in 
Saxonburg.  360  exercised  their 
franchise,  the  greatest  number 
of  voters  in  borough  history.  Of 
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the  25  non-voters,  sevA  were 
ill  and  unable  to  go  to  the  polls 
In  Clinton  Township,  similar 
records  were  established.  A total 
of  512  citizens  are  eligible  to 
\*ote  and  of  that  number  470 
ballots  were  cast.  Republican 
Committeewonian  Mrs.  William 
Watson  states  that  most  of  those 
not  voting  were  either  ill  or 
away. 

Jefferson  Township  also  poll- 
ed a record  number  of  votes. 
Their  record  while  not  quite  so 
good  as  other  districts  shows 
818  of  a possible  900  votes  cast. 

In  Winfield  Township's  first 
precinct,  again  was  reported  the 
largest  number  of  voters  in  his- 
tory. Only  about  50  voters  failed 
to  exercise  their  franchise.  The 
total  vote  of  more  than  700  bal- 
lots was  an  all-time  high  for 
that  district.

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District  Minister  Busy 
Despite  Mam  Retirements 


To  Dewitt  T.  Scott,  doctor  o t 
divinity,  retirement  doesn’t 
| mean  hunting  and  fishing  and 
: resting  in  the  sun. 

Quite  the  opposite,  retirement 
to  him  means  that  rather  than 
being  pastor  of  one  Presbyteri- 
an church,  he  is  holding  the  pul- 
pits in  two  district  churches, 
i Westminster  and  Buffalo. 

! Over  five  years  ago.  Dr.  Scott 
| felt  that  he  was  too  old  for  ac- 
tive ministry  and  gave  up  his 
'Ford  City  church.  Like  many 
retired  people.  Dr.  Scott  took 
'his  wife  to  Florida  for  a rest. 
(There  he  found  a small  church 
j in  San  Mateo  that  needed  a 
[minister  and  he  accepted  their 
call. 

He  remained  there  for  two 
years,  preaching  the  gospel,  and 
as  he  had  dune  throughout  his 
52  year  career,  building  up  the 
church. 

Since  retirement  in  Florida 
was  not  to  be  his.  he  returned 
to  the  North  to  be  near  his 
daughter  and  her  family  who 
live  in  Washington,  Pa.  But  re- 
tirement still  did  not  mean  rest 
for  the  two  Presbyterian 
churches  in  Clinton  and  Buffalo 
Townships  needed  a minister, 
and  again,  Dr.  Scott  answered 
the  call. 

Dr.  Scott's  long  career  start- 
ed in  1901  following  graduation 
from  Western  Theological  Sem- 
inary in  Pittsburgh.  His  first 
church  was  in  McCormick.  111., 
where  he  remained  for  one  year. 

He  then  accepted  a call  to 
Slate  Lick  — Srader  Grove  and 
Clinton  Presbyterian  Churches 
where  he  preached  till  1905. 
He  then  moved  to  the  Aspimvall 
Presbyterian  Church  where  he 
remained  for  eight  years. 

His  next  church  was  in  Bed- 
ford. Indiana,  where  he  preach- 
ed for  five  years.  Following  two 
years  in  Sharpsburg,  Dr.  Scott 
was  recalled  to  Bedford  where 
he  spent  another  eight  years. 

Following  15  years  in  Ford 
City,  Dr.  Scott  felt  it  was  time 
for  him  to  end  his  long  career 
and  announced  his  retirement. 

( But  his  plans  for  rest  have  not 
as  yet  materialized,  he  was 
needed  and  he  sacrificed  his 
comfort  to  the  need. 

Several  months  ago,  cata- 
racts developed  on  one  eye,  and 
again.  h(e  announced  his  retire- 
ment, but  again,  his  decision 
was  not  accepted.  So  during  his 
hospitalization,  he  is  still  not  re- 
tired. 

He  told  his  congregation  he 
would  place  his  decision  in  the 
hands  of  the  Lord.  If  his  eyesight 
permitted  he  would  return  to  ac- 
tive service  in  the  church  and 
again  Dut  aside  his  plans. 

Dr.  Scott's  record  during  his 
52  years  as  a minister  has  been 
remarkable  in  many  ways.  With 
' .the  exception  of  his  present  ill- 
ness, and  a six-week  bout  with 
typhoid.  Dr.  Scott  has  only  miss- 
ed thr^e  days  of  regular  service. 

Every  church  which  Dr.  Scott 
has  led  has  built  itself  up  during 
| his  term  as  minister.  In  Bedford, 
the  congregation  remodeled  the 
[ church  and  constructed  an  edu- 
1 cational  plant.  In  Aspinwall,  an 
addition  to  the  church  was  built 
> and  paid  for  under  the  guidance 
of  Dr.  Scott. 

When  he  was  called  to  Sharps- 


burg,  a $13,000  debt  hung  over 
the  church.  During  his  two  years 
there,  the  congregation  paid  off 
this  debt.  In  Ford  City.  »t  he 
church  was  remodeled  and  new 
carpet  laid,  and  Dr.  Scott  left 
the  church  debt  free. 

Most  of  the  funds  for  these 
building  programs  were  provid- 
ed by  voluntary  contributions 
from  congregations  which  In- 
creased in  size  in  almost  every 
case. 

During  Dr.  Scott's  ministry  in 
Buffalo  and  Westminster  Church- 
es. a manse  has  been  purchased 
and  a heating  plant  installed.  In 
addition,  the  Buffalo  Church  has 
been  completely  remodeled.  Des- 
pite his  years.  Dr.  Scott  has 
never  stopped  his  attempts  to 
encourage  his  congregations  to 
bigger  and  better  things. 

Throughout  the  52  years  of  Dr. 
Scott’s  ministry,  his  wife  has 
been  his  constant  help.  The  cou- 
ple first  met  in  the  infant  class 
of  a church  in  Cadiz.  Ohio,  where 
they  were  both  born.  They  later 
attended  ,the  same  country  high 
school. 

Mrs.  Scott  remembers  her 
husband  as  a farm  boy  who  rode 
to  town  with  his  family  on  a high 
wagon.  She  certainly  had  no  in- 
tention of  marrying  the  farm 
boy  who  then  appeared  some- 
what ludicrous  to  her  city 
eyes.  But  then  women  have  been 
known  to  change  their  minds. 

Mrs.  Scott’s  special  interests 
have  always  been  the  young 
people’s  society  and  mission 
fields.  She  is  an  active  member 
of  the  WCTU,  and  was  an  or- 
ganizer of  the  now  inactive  West- 
minster Guild  Chapter  and  Cir- 
cle. 

Through  the  years.  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Scott  have  noticed  a great 
difference  in  people’s  attitude  to- 
wards religion.  They  both  feel 
that  now  it’s  not  as  important  to 
the  majority  of  people  as  it  was 
years  ago  when  they  started 
their  long  careers. 

On  the  other  hand,  they  feel 
that  the  church  has  an  even 
greater  responsibility  today  than 
formerly.  They  feel  that  parents 
have  abdicated  to  the  church 
their  rights  of  teaching  religion 
to  their  children. 

However,  they  feel  that  little 
time  is  left  for  church  activities. 
Young  people  of  today  have  ev* 
ery  evening  so  crammed  with 
activities  that  the  church  plays 
a minor  role  in  their  lives. 

The  challenge  presented  to  the 
church  today  is  great,  and  it’s 
people  like  the  Scott’s  who  have 
come  out  of  retirement  who  are 
helping  meet  it.

After  a quick  tour  through  the  Block  House,  the  youngsters  climbed 
back  in  the  bus  for  lunch  brought  from  home.  Then  it  was  “All  aboard 
for  Fort  Necessity.” 

The  scenic  trip  through  the  Pennsylvania  mountains  was  brightened 
by  the  sunshine  of  an  early  spring  day.  When  the  bus  suddenly  stop- 
ped on  Rt.  40  close  to  the  top  of  a mountain,  no  one  was  particularly 
concerned.’  A minor  delay,  there  was  barely  a lull  in  the  singing  and 

chatter.

ONLY  LEO  CYPHER  knew  there  was  trouble  ahead.  The  motor 
of  his  brand  new  bus  had  proved  unequal  to  the  hilly  country,  and  had 
burned  out.

Despite  having  nothing  to  eat 
or  drink  for  eight  hours,  their  good  humor  pever  failed  them.  They 
wandered  in  a nearby  field,  sang  songs,  and  created  their  own  enter- 
tainment. There  was  never  a word  of  complaint  from  the  teen-agers, 
their  only  desire  was  to  call  home  so  that  parents  could  be  relieved 
of  worry. 

It  was  9 p.m.  when  they  reached  Uniontown.  where  their  first  act 
was  to  call  home.  This  over,  they  tore  into  food  with  a gusto,  eating 
everything  in  sight.  Small  wonder,  for  their  lunch  of  sandwiches  and 
, fruit  had  been  eaten  10  hours  earlier. 

With  well-filled  stomachs,  they  started  the  journey  home,  singing 
all  the  way.  When  they  arrived  about  2 a.m..  in  spite  of  all  their 
difficulties  and  frustrations,  they  declared  it  the  most  exciting  day 
they  had  ever  had. 

How  about  Mrs.  Moser?  Despite  what  must  have  been  an  arduous 
and  anxious  trip,  she  can  think  only  of  the  cooperation  and  spunk 
shown  by  “those  wonderful  kids."  It  was  a trip  she  will  never  forget, 
mainly  because  she  really  came  to  appreciate  the  fine  qualities  of 
today's  teen-agers.
